iisiou of the tariff will not bo made 
ay congress until the world gets back 
nearer to norinnl than it is today. 
Tliis is the decision of the lenders In 
the legislative body, arrived at after 
carefully considering a 
good 
many 
demand* that a revision lie attempted 
at th** regular session which will be­ 
gin in December. 
The decision is in 
accordance 
with 
a 
recommendation 
made some time ago by the tariff coin 
mission, 
That body advised against 
any general overhauling of the tariff 
ut this time. but recommended a rea­ 
sonable amount of piecemeal legisla­ 
tion making «bange* in some of the 
st beduins of the prew nt tariff law. 
The congressional leaders say that so 
far as they have been able to ascer­ 
tain there bs not any widespread de 
umml for un immediate general tariff 
revision. 
On the contrary, they say, 
manufacturer* as a rule prefer that 
tim whole subject go over until after­ 
war 
conditions 
shall 
become 
more 
stable. 
The house of representatives has 


1 ai n devoting attention to the demand 
for changes in som e of the existing 
schedules uud for protection for some 
of the new industries that sprang up 
during the war, notably the dye Indus­ 
try. 
Up to this time the house ha* 
passed. Av* piece mea] tariff bills and 


sent them over to tho senate whore 
they are for the time being resting in 
th** 
comm ittee 
«m 
finance, 
Several 
other bills alined at various section* 
of tin* Underwood tariff law ar** yet to 
la* acted on by the house. 
The most 
recent tariff action vt til*; bolide was 
the repeal of the law to promote r»H*lp 
road relations with th** Dominion of 
Calinda, which Proddcnt T aft approv­ 
ed iii July, I b l l. 
Canadian Reciprocity Repealed. 
Th** Canadian reciprocity agreement, 
it will in1 recalled, was negotiated dur­ 
ing tile month of January, IDI t , be­ 
tween representatives of th** American 
and Canadian governments. 
It 
was 
agreed that the government should take 
tin* form of concurrent legislation In­ 
stead 
of a 
treaty, because Canalla 
wisped to be free to annul it ut any 
time lf it should prove to be against 
lur interests, 
o n January 2d, 11*11, 
lj,k»* bills were Introduced in tin* A m en 
can congress ami the Canadian parlia­ 
ment to curry tho arrangements into 
effect. 
Both hills were vigorously opposed. 
The congress of the United States ap­ 
proved, while the Canadian parliament 
defeated the bill. 
In congress tin* *qe 
pundits of tin* bill took the ground that 
th** reciprocity agreement was a one 
sid»**l arrangement by which the chief 
benefit would go to Canada, 
in the 
Canadian 
parliament 
tin* 
opponent 
of the hill attempted to show that the 
United Stat**** would he the chief bene­ 
ficiary. 
< tm* of the agreem ents en­ 
tered into was that wow! pulp aud pa­ 
per made of wood pulp when valued 
at more than four cent* a pound should 
conn* in tin* United S totts duty free, 
upon condition that no «*vimrt ditty 
should be Imposed by Canada on these 
articles. 
That provision w as re-en­ 
act tai in the Underwood tariff taw aud 
is not affected by tin* repeal bill. 
The Underwood tariff bill aNo con­ 
tains reciprocal provisions us to wheat 
flour, potatoes and potato products, 
which were rom plied with last year 
by Canada, ami therefore wheat flour, 
Infinites ami potato product* are at 
this flute on tin* free list from Canada. 
Tin* repeal of the reciprocity agt cement 
will not affect the status of th**"** com­ 
modities. 
However, another hill 
Is 
pending In the committee on ways and 
m eans for the repeal of that section of 
the Underwood tariff law which relates 
to wheat ami wheat products, potatoes 
and potato products. 
If that bill shall 
go through a duty will he Imposed oil 
those commodities. 


Other Tariff Measures. 


The other tariff bills passed by the 
house and referred to the senate (I) 
revise the duty on pearl button*, (2) 
make changes In the duties on glass­ 
ware and porcelain ware, (3) change 
the duty to he collected on fruit juices, 
and (4) revise the duty on coal fur 
products. 
Thus far the senate com­ 
mittee on finance, of which Senator 
Penrose of Pennsylvania Is chairman, 
ha* shown no Interest at all in any of 
these bills. 
Chairman 
Penrose ha* 
said that he is not in favor of passing 
any of them. not even the bill repeal­ 
ing the Canadian 
reciprocity agree­ 
ment. 
What will be the attitude of 
the entire committee will be deter­ 
mined later on. 
It look* now as if the tariff eonimls- 
sion had come to stay. 
It is on good 
term* with the comm ittees In congress 
that deal with the tariff. 
The w ays 
and means committee followed most 
o f its recommendations In writing the 
piecemeal bills that have been passed 
by the house.

of time congress was not Inclined to
